Press Freedom, A Public Freedom

HE week of October 8 to 14 is being observed as 

Newspaper Week in communities throughout the 
nation, Anyone who reflects on the role of modern 
newspapers in today’s society is reminded anew how 
wise were those men who wrote into the First 
Amendment to the U. S. Constitution the guarantee 
of a free press. 
_ Thomas Jefferson once said he would prefer to 
live in a country with newspapers but without a goy- 
ernment rather than a country with a government 
but no newspapers. 

“No experiment can be more interesting than 
what Wwe'are now trying,’’ he wrote on another occa- 
sion, “and which we trust will end in establishing the 
fact that man may be governed by reason and truth. 
Our first object, therefore, should be to leave open to 
him all the avenues of truth. 

“How do you go about giving the citizen a clear 
shot down the avenue of truth? 

“The most effectual (method) hitherto found,” 
said Jefferson, “is freedom of the press.” It still is. 

Newspapermen throughout the English-speaking 
world are well aware of Edmund Burke, who first 
referred to them as the Fourth Estate, 200 years ago 
in the British House of Commons. 

“In this Parliament,” said Edmund Burke, ‘are 
three estates: The Lords Spiritual, the Lords Tem- 
poral and the Commons. But, in the Reporter's 
Gallery, yonder sits a Fourth Estate, more important 
by far than all, 

“What then remains?,” he asked Parliament. 
“Only the liberty of the Press, which no influence, no 
power, no minister, no government, which nothing 


but the depravity or corruption ot a jury can ever 
destroy. It will be the nation’s most awful moment, 
it will be the first grasp of tyranny, and how preg- 
nant is the example. What remains if the public 
press is extinguished, the people enslaved, and the 
prince undone?” 

“As an advocate of society, of peace and of lib- 
erty, I conjure you to guard the liberty of the press, 
the great sentinel of the state, the grand detector of 
public imposture. Guard it and cherish it, because 
whenever it ceases to flourish, there will die with it 
the liberty of the people and the security of the 
Crown.” 

To benefit from a good press, the public should 
zealously defend press freedom even when it hurts. 

Freedom of the press is not a press freedom but a 
public freedom, a public possession and right, and in 
many ways the public’s stoutest weapon. 

To deserve its freedom, the press should strive to 
be full, fair and factual. But a free people does not 
leave it to the government to decide what is full, fair 
and factual. ‘ 

The greatest strength of a free press is not points 
of similarity, but in the points of difference. In the 
production of news every step involves the conscious 
intervention of some news-gatherer, and two ac- 
counts of the same event will never be the same. 

The threat to the liberties of the individual is 
always possible. External vigilance on the part of the 
public is essential, and that is why once a year News- 
paper Week seeks to focus attention on Freedom of 
Expression — a priceless heritage bought with blood 
and tears over many years.

WHEREAS, the date of the 
general election next suc- 
ceeding the final adjournment 
of the session of the Legis- 
lature at which the amend- 
ment was proposed will be and 
occur on November 7, 1972; 
and ; 
WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the pro- 
posed amendment is required by 
law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amend- 
ment to be given by a pro- 
clamation of the Goverhor to 
be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama once 
a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for thé election: 
NOW, THEREFORE, I, Geo- 
rge C. Wallace, as Governor 
of the State of Alabama, do here- 
by give notice, direct and pro- 
claim that on Tuesday the 7th 
day of November 1972, an ele- 
ction will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within 
the State of Alabama inthe man- 
ner and form provided by law 
upon the following proposed a= 
mendment to the Constitution, 
of the State of Alabama of 1901: 
“Section 1. Time and length 
of Legislative sessions. Reg- 
ular sessions ofthe Legislature 
shall be held annually and shall 
be limited to thirty legislative 
days. During even-numbered 
years, regular sessions also 
shall be limited to a period of 
ninety calendar days. The leg- 
islature shall convene in reg- 
ular sessions on the first Tues- 
day in May. unless the day of 
meeting is changed by law. 
Special sessions of the legis- 
lature convened in the manner 
provided by this constitution 
shall be limited to twenty leg - 
islative days within a period 


of not more than forty-five 
calendar days. - 
“Section 2. Compensation 


Commission for the Members, 
Officers and Employees of the 
Legislature. 

(a) Members of the legis- 
lature shall receive an annua: 
salary to be determined in ac- 
cordance with the provisions 
of this section. 

(b) A state compensation 
commission is hereby created 
which shall recommend the sal- 
ary, expense allowances, and 
other compensation of the mem- 
bers of the legislature. The 
commission shall consist ot 
nine members; two of whom 
shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, two by the president of 
the Senate, two by the speaker 


of the house, two by the chief 
justice of the supreme court, 
and one by the attorney general 

(c) The terms of the com- 
missioners shall be six years, 
Of the initial appointees, three 
(two by the governor and one by 
the attorney general) shall be 
appointed for two years; three 
(two by the president of the sen- 
ate and one by the speaker of 
the house) shall be appointed 
for four years; and three (two 
by the chief justice and one by 
the speaker) sha'll be appointed 
for six years. Membership 
on the Commission shall be 
considered an office of profit. 

(d) The members of the 
Commission shall elect one of 
their number as chairman at 
their first meeting and every 
two years thereafter, Any vac- 
ancy on the Commission shall 
be filled within fifteen days in 
the same manner in which such 
position was originally filled. 
The Commission may employ 
and fix the compensation of 
such consultants, assistants and 
employees as it deems neces- 
sary The legislature shall 
fix the compensation of the 
Commission and appropriate

(e) The Commission shall 
meet at least once a year and 
submit its report to the legis- 
lature on the first day of each 
regular session, The recom- 
mendations of the Commission 
shall become effective unless 
rejected or altered by act of 
the legislature within fifteen 
legislative days after submis- 
sion.

According to the new law, 
credit cards must carry some 
form of identification Signa 
ture, photograph or thumbprint 
If cards not carrying an identi 
fication standard are lost or 
Stolen, their owners aren't lia 
ble for any charges made 

The ruling updates the law 
of January, 1971, that said cre- 
dit card owners had possible 
liability of up to $50 for each 
Stolen 


card that was lost or 
Before that, there was no limit 
on the liability--you could be 


held responsible for all bills 
charged on your credit cards 

Some companies are issu- 
ing new credit cards to meet 
the identification standard 
However, many companies 
aren't They have decided to 
take the risk that the costs 
of losses from credit card mis 
t.? will be less than the costs 
of issuing new cards to every- 
one 


But, no matter where the 
responsibility for stolen credit 
cards lies, it’s a good idea to 
keep a list of card numbers and 
company addresses so you can 
notify the company when a card 
is lost or stolen 

Even though you may not be 
liable under the new credit card 
law, it’s possible that you will 
be billed anyway And it’s 
hard to get a computer error 
corrected. It’s better to avoid 
the potential billing and credit 
rating problems in the first 
place

Speaking of beef cattle, Ex- 
tension Farm Agent, J. R. Sp- 
eed sent a letter to most of the 
producers this week asking each 
producer to give the estimated 
number of cattle on his farm. 
We are interested in the high- 
est number of cattle at any 
one time on an_ individual’s 
farm during a 12-month period. 
If you have received your let- 
ter and have not sent the card 
back in, please do this this 
week 
PECAN TREE MANAGEMENT 

One of the best ways to in- 
crease pecan yields is to fer- 
tilize properly and to control 
diseases. Most people cannot 
afford to spray pecan trees 
because of the cost involved. 
However, there is one good way 
to cut down on diseases. We 
reccomend that all leaves, bro- 
ken limbs and twigs be raked 
up and burned or placed in a 
gully to control erosion. We 
also reccomend that fertilizer 
be applied in mid-January. A 
lot of folks wait until March 
and April, and this is entirely 
too late for the fertilizer to 
do any good. Of course, folks 
who are real serious about 
growing pecans will send in a 
soil sample to be sure that the 
right fertilizer is being used. 
LAWN MANAGEMENT 

I talked about lawn manage- 
ment with Col. and Mrs. Dan- 
iel Gust Friday afternoon. The 
Gusts live on Fort Rucker Bou- 
levard Extension near Enter- 
prise They have Centipede 
in front and St Augustine in the 
back This lawn was started 
four or five years ago.

The Alabama State Troop- 
ers investigated 230 rural traf- 
fic accidents with 97 injuries 
and 6 fatalities from 6:00 P.M.

Governmen? 


Pays Doctors 
60% of Bills 


The Government pays 
more than 60 percent of all 
Medicare bills for physi- 
cians’ services directly to 
the physician, according to 
social security officials here. 

Medicare helps pay the 
doctor bills of almost every- 
one 65 or over in the Na- 
tion—“last year $2 billion 
was paid on behalf of 9% 
million people,” a spokes- 
man said. 

“The patient’s. responsi- 
bility is simplied when his 
doctor agrees to accept di- 
rect Medicare payment from 
the Government,” he said. 

Under Medicare the pa- 
tient is responsible for the 
first $50 in doctor bills each 
year. After that, he pays 20 
percent of the reasonable 
charges for doctors’ servy- 
ices and Medicare pays the 
other 80 percent. 


will benefit rural families, 
ranging from newly-formed 
ones not ready for home owner- 
ship to the elderly for whom 
little provision is made in most 
small towns 

Farmers Home Administra- 
tion is-a direct mortgage lender 
in rural areas, including towns 
with a population of 10,000 and 
less. In this program, mort- 
gage financing up to $750,000 
may be available for the cost 
of development of rental hous- 
ing projects, including the pur- 
chase and improvement of land, 
recreation, service facilities 
and water and waste disposal 
as well as landscaping. 

Benefits for elderly persons 
as well as for others whose in- 
comes are in the low to mod- 
erate range are expected from 
these changes: 


1. There is no residency 
requirement for borrowers who 
designate a local managing 
agent with full authority to act 
for them. Previously the bor- 
rower was required to live near 
and supervise the project. 

Performance bonds or 
some form of assurance will 
be required for all projects 
of $60,000 or more. 

The developer -- an indi- 
vidual, partnership or corpora- 
tion -- is expected to furnish 
construction financing, giving 
flexibility to his-building sche- 
dule. Interest on the construc- 
tion loan may be included inthe 
rental housing loan as a cost of 
development. 

4. Limited profit borrowers 
who will build rental housing for 
low-income families are now 
eligible for interest rates as 
low as one percent. Previously 
this rate was Offered only to 
nonprofit or public body appli- 
eants. 

5. Limited profit borrowers 
will be allowed a six percent re- 
turn on their initial investment. 
The loan will be limited to 95 
percent of either the develop- 
ment cost or the value of sec- 
urity, whichever is less. Non- 
profit borrowers may receive 
100 percent financing. All bor- 
rowers must have working capi- 
tal at least equal to tw. nercent 
of the value of the loan. 

6. Rural rental units may 
now be made available to those 
of very low income through spe- 
cial arrangements with the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development under its Section 
23 leasing program. 

The FHA borrower leases 
his completed rental units to 
a local public housing authority 
which manages the property. 
HUD pays the difference be- 
tween the rent the family can 
afford and the rental rate estab-- 
lished for the apartment. 

FHA expects these changes 
to materially increase the 
supply of rental housing for 
rural people, according to Mr. 
Smith. Presently the budget 
allocates $70 million for this 
purpose, double a year agc, 
and it is expected to continue 
to grow in subsequent years. 
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
